An  application  has  been  received  from  the  Director  of  Planning 
to  amend  the  Zoning  and  Development  By-law  No.   3575,  whereby: 

"Renumber  subsections    (1)   and   (2)   of  Section  7  as  subsections 
(2)   and   (3)   respectively,  and  by  the  insertion  of  the 
following  as  subsection   (1) : 

1 (1)     Every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  By-law  or  who  suffers  or  permits  any  act 
or  thing  to  be  done  in  contravention  or  in  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law, 
or  who  neglects  to  do  or  refrains  from  doing  any- 
thing required  to  be  done,  by  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  By-law  or  who  does  any  act  which  violates 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  or  who  fails 
to  comply  with  any  order,  direction  or  notice 
given  under  this  By-law,   is  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  this  By-law  and  liable  to  the  penalties 
hereby  imposed.     Each  day  that  a  violation  is 
permitted  to  exist  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offence. " "

the  Vancouver  City  Planning  Commission.
